Three acquisitions of territory have beeti made 


liy treaty. The first was from France. Out of 
this territory have been created the three Slave 
State* of Louisiana, Arkansas, and Missouri, 
and the singlo Free State of Iowa. The con- 
troversy, which aroo» in relation to the then un- 
orfEuuizod portion of this territory, was closed 
in J82U, by the MiMmiriact, containing tke Sla- 
very prohibition as has be«n already stated.— 
This controversy related only to territory ac- 
quired from France. The act by which it was 
terminntt'd, wiw confined by its own express 
terms to the sumo territory, and had no relation 
to any other. 


The second ncijnmition was from Spain.— 


Florida, rhe territory thus acquired, was yielded 
t» Slavery without it struggle, and almost with- 
out a murmur. 


The third was from Mexico. The controver-

The Compromise Acts themselves, refute 


MM pretension. In the third article of the sec- 
mil section of the Joint Resolution for annex- 
ing Texas to the United States, U expressly de- 
clared that— 


" IH *ttck State or Stater at ikall be formed out 


of said Territory north of said Stiisouri Com- 
promi»f line. Slavery or involuntary ierrrilude,cn- 
ceptfar crime, tfuilt be prohibited."—Aet of Mar. 
1, 1845—5 U. S. Statutei atLarge,797. 


And in the act for organiiing Mew Mexico 


and settling the boundary of Texas, a proviso 
was incorporated, on tbe motion of Mr. Mason, 
of Virginia, which distinctly preserve* this pro- 
hibition, and floats the bare-faced pretension 
that all the territory of the United States, 
whether north or south of the Missouri Com- 
promise line, it to be open to Slavery. It it at 
follows: 


Provided, That not/ting herein contained thall 


be eonttrued to impair or qualify ANYTHING con 
tained in tbe third article of the second section 
ef the Joint Resolution for annexing Texas to 
the United States, approved March 1,1845, eith- 
er as regard* the number of States that may 
hereafter be formed out of tbe State of Texas,

Here is proof, beyond controversy, that the 


principleortheMlitouri Act,prohibiting Slave- 
ry north of 36° 30', far from being abrogated 
by the Compromise Acts, it expressly affirmed; 
and that the proposed repeal of this prohibition 
Instead of being an affirmation of Compromise 
Acts, is a repeal of a vary prominent provision 
of the most important act of the series. It is 
solemnly declared In the very Compromise 
Acts "that nothing herein contaiittd tkell bt «m 
ttrutd to impair oroualtfp" the prohibition of 
slavery north of 3ff> 30% and yet, in the fare 
of thl* declaration, that tacred prohibition it 
tald to be overthrown. Can presumption far- 
ther got To all who, in any way, we lean upon 
these Compromises, we command this exposi- 
tion.

The pretences, therefore, that the Territory, 


covered by the positive prohibition of 1SW, •at- 
taint a similar relation to Slavery, with that ac- 
quired from Mexico, covered by no prohibition

We earnestly request the enlightened con- 


luctors of newspapers printed in the German 
and other foreign language*, to direct tbe atton- 
ion of their reader* to this important matter. 


It is of immense consequence, also, to sera- 


mi re the geographical character of this pro- 
ect. We Deg yon, fellow cititene, to observe 
hat it will sever the East from the West of the 
United States, by a wide, Slavebolding belt of 
he country, extending from the Gulf of Mexico 
to British North America. It is a bold scheme 
against American Liberty, worthy of an accom- 
plished architect of ruin. Texas is already 
laveholding, and occupies ft he Gulf Region, 
roni the Sabine to the Rio Grande, and from 
he Gulf of Mexico to the Red River, and ex- 
ending between Texas and Arkansas, to the 
parallel of 36° 30', lies tbe Indian Territory, 
about equal in extent to the latter State, in 
which Slavery was not prohibited by the act of 
1820. From 36° 3CK to the boundary line be- 
;ween our own country and (the British posses- 
sions, stretching from west to east through more 
ban eleven degrees of longitude and from south 
;o north through more than twelve degrees of 
atitude, extends the great Territory, the fate ol 
which is now to be determined by the American 
Congress. Thus you see, fellow-cititens, that 
;he first operation of the proposed permission 
oi' Slavery in Nebraska, will be to stay the pro- 
gress of the Free States westward, and to cut 
oil'the Free State* of the Pacific from the Free 
States of the Atlantic. It is hoped, doubtless, 
yy compelling the whale commerce and tbe 
whole travel between the East and tbe West, 
;o pass for hundreds of miles through a Slave- 
holding region, in the heart of the Continent, 
and "by the influence of a Federal Government, 
controlli d by the Slave Power, to extinguish 
Freedom and establish Slavery in the States 
and Territories on the Pacific, ami thus perma- 
nently subjugate the whole country to the yoke 
of n slaveholdtng despotism. Shalt a plot 
against humanity and Democracy, so monstrous 
aud so dangerous to the interests of Liberty 
throughout the world, be permitted to suc- 
ceed 1 


We appeal to the People. We warn you that 


the dearest interests of Freedom and the Un- 
ion are in imminent peril. Servile demagogue) 
may tell you that the Union cun be maintained 
only by submitting to the demands of Slavery 
We tell you that the safety of the Union can 
only be insured by the full recognition of the 
just claims of Freedom »nd Man. The Union 
was formed to establish justice, and secure the 
blessings of liberty. When it fails to accom- 
plish these ends it will be worthless, and when 
it becomes worthies it cannot long endure. 


We entreat you to be mindful of that funda- 


mental maxim, of Democracy, EQUAL RIGHTS 
AND JUSTICE for all men. Do not submit to 
become ngentt in extending Legalized Oppres 
a ion and Systematized Injustice over a vas 
Territory yet exempt from these terrible evils 


We implore Christians and Christian Minis 


ters to interpose. The Divine Religion re 
quires them to behold in every man a brother 
and to labor for the Advancement and Regen- 
eration of the Human Race. 


Whatever apologies may be offered for the 


toleration of Slavery in the States, none can be 
urged for it* extension into Territories where 
it does not exist, and where that extension in 
volves the repeal of ancient law, *nd the viola 
tion of solemn compact. Let all protest earn- 
estly and emphatically, by correspondence 
through the press, by memorials, by resolution! 
of public meetings and legislative bodies, am 
in whatever other mode may teen expedient 
against this enormous crime. 


For ourselves, we shall resist It by ipeeob am 


vote, and with all the abilities which God hat 
given us. Even if overcome in the impending 
struggle, we shall not submit. We snail go 
home to our oonttitnents, erect anew the stand 
ard of Freedom, and call on the people to come 
to the rescue of the country from the domina- 
tion of Slavery.

Were it not that the 
Halls of Congress are literally besieged by the 
agents of Railroad Corporations, with bribes 
in their hands, to carry through their schemes, 
the preaent year would witness the establish- 
ment of the doctrine of Free Home* for All, 
and tbe end of sales and monopoly of the Pub- 
lic Lands. And, instead of protesting against 
this monstrous wrong, the Argus comes oat in 
its defense, asks to share in the plunder, and 
throws the weight of its influence in favor of 
fhe worst species of Land Monopoly. 


For corporate monopolies are ten-fold more 


irresponsible than private monopolies. Corpo- 
rations cannot be reached by public sentiment, 
nor by Legislatures, half as easily as individuals 


n. With a capital of three or four millions 


of dollars and a donation of a million or two 
dollars worth of Public Lands, and with agents 
scattered all through the State, they can cor- 
rupt and control the Legislature, dictate our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress—as 
the Railroad Monopoly has done in New Jer- 
sey—aud set the Public will at defiance. 


Railroads, built with the Public Lands, are 


rather a curse tban a blessing to a State.— 
Their benefits are more than counterbalanced 
by the Land Monopolies they perpetuate from 
generation to generation. 
Instead of asking 


Congress to bestow on them the heritage of the 
people, let Railroad corporations petition Con 
gress to offer the Public Lands free to actual 
settlers, and the living voices of industrious 
men will be heard all along the lines of the 
proposed Railroads, making the wilderness and 
the solitary placet blossom a* the rote. And these 
settlers would not only build these roads, but 
would furnish them with business—with freight 
and passengers—after they were completed. 


We reply, then, to the Argus, that if we 


matt have Land Monopolies, let them be con- 
trolled by private individual* rather than by 
Corporations. For the individual dies and his 
monopoly is broken, and hi* lands are told, or 
divided among hi* heirs. But corporations are 
perpetual, and their monopolies grow stronger 
by age. 


Yet, we do distinctly charge that the Madi- 


son Argot and Democrat hat turned traitor to 
Land Reform—that it hat not simply rendered 
its put profession* suspicious, but that it ha* 
proved them insincere and worthies*.

now employed in the defense of Land Mono- 
poly in its wont form.
